The property which lies east of Twenty- 
firet street where the right-of-way of the 
Grand Trupk Pacific runs, will extend 
from the north of the cemetries property 
to Alberta avenue, the northern boun- 
dary of the reserve, 

The deal has been put through in 
Winnipeg between the Hudson Bay Com- 
missioner C, C. Chipman and William 
Whyte vice-president of the C.P.R. 
Last week a representative of the rail- 
way company Was in Edmonton looking 
over the property and securing plans 
in connection with the purchase. 

Up to the present time the purchase 
has not heen registered in the local re- 
gistry office but this will likely be done 
in. the course of a few days. 

The property purchased by the Cana- 
Gian Pacific is to be used for yards and 
workshcps in connection with their 
lines into the northern country. The 
purchase will ensure to Edmonton a 
large railway population in connection 
with this railway and will increase the 
prestige of Edmonton as the railway 
centre of the last west. 

The property which has been secured 
lies within easy access of station ‘site 
vorth of Jasper and is easily reached 
from the property which the company 
last year secured from McDougall &

The price paid is of course not avail- 
able but as the entire reserve is a

JUMPED FROM WINDOWS. 


Children in St. Jean Baotiste Schoo! 
in Hull Have Narrow Escape, 


Ottawa, Jan, 10.—Fire this morning 
totally destroyed the St. Jean » Bap 
tiste School in Hall, and tor a tme 
imiperilled the lives of 260 children, 
Kight children were injured through 
jumping through the windows, two 
of whom are in a serious condit’on, 
The property loss is estimated at $10,- 
000. When the fire broke out, 
mothers ran, hatless and screaming, 
from all parts of the city, to the 
achool, The 250 children rushed for 
the doors, fire escapes and windows 
and there was much disorder. 

Those in the west side of the, build- 
ing where there were no fire escapes 
stood at the window sof their storeys 
not knowing what tg do, Two or 
three girls in the upper storeys jump 
ed from the windows into the narrow 
alley, separating the school from & 
wooden shed, and were severely ine 
jured, 

Seeing what was about to 
blankets ewre held by the firemen, & 
that 20 children were caught. In the 
'meantane, the fire had made rapid 
headway. A durried search was made 
of the building and one girl was 
found who had gone to a clothes eabi- 
net for her jacket and had been over 
come by smoke She was rescued 
and revived, ;

Speaker of Congress Refuses to Be 
Buried Politically. 


Washington, January dal 
Joe” Cannon hag flatly declined — to 
retire from politics at the end of his 
present term. Not only will he be a 
candidate for Congress, but, if elected, 
he will insist upon being his party’s 
candidate for speaker, 

In vigorous words he handed this 
message out to his friends today. 
The decaration puts an end Je the 
story that the speaker was Winding up 
hiy political career with this session 
of Congress More than that, it 1s 
noticed to all of the beginning: of the 
war on the insurgency, the plain in- 
tent of which is te stamp it out, root 
and branch,

All the elements of the party 
going to try to get together and route 
the insurgents and retain Republican 
control of the fourth Congressional 
election in the Senate, as well as 
in the House, this deciaration hae 
been reported and the rulere of the} 
other body are now casting about for) 
means to discipline the insurgents. 

The declaration of war was issued 
last night in the shape of a statement 
vf the Republican Congressional Cam 
paign Committee. It was his defeat 
by, the insurgents Jast Friday, primar- 
iy that has reused the fighting blood 
ol Sepaker Cannon, and steelod hii t 
reply. 

I, is known that the speaker con- 
templated an announcement of his 
retirement from public life and that 
he will not stand again for reelection 
to Congress. 

As long ago as last October, Presi- 
dent Taft expressed his belief that the 
Speaker would quit. Friends of the 
President had assured him that the 
Speaker would withdraw in the inter- 
est of party harmony.

particular class of the community; or 
{for making any amendment of a like na- 
ture to any former Act, shall require a 
notice, clearly and distinetly specifying 
the nature and object of the application, 
and wheye the application refers to any 
proposed work, indicating generally the 
location of the work, and signed by or 
on behalf of the applicants, such notice 
to be published ,during two months, be- 
tween the close of the next’ preceding 
Session and the time of the considera- 
tion of the petition, in four issues of 
The Alberta Gazette, and of one other 
newspaper, published in English; and 
within two weeks from‘the first appear- 
ance of such notice in The Alberta Ga- 
zetto two copies of the said Bill, with a 
receipt form the Provincial Treasurer 
for the sum of one hundred dollavs, if 
the said Bill does not exceed ten pages, 
and ten dollars additional for each page 
over that number, and for the purposes
